New report showing number of empty units has plummeted 



A drive to cut the number of vacant retail units throughout Banbury's town centre has seen empty shops drop to seven per cent 

MORE SHOPS 
OPENING UP 


SHOP owners and councillors have 
welcomed the news that the num¬ 
ber of empty shops in Banbury has 
fallen for the second year running. 

New figures released by Cherwell 
District Council show 33 ground-floor 
retail and hospitality units in the town 
centre were vacant last month, com¬ 
pared with 40 in the same period last 
year. That represented a fall of almost 
20 per cent. 

In total, seven per cent of the shops in 
Banbury were found to be empty. 

Richard Singlehurst, who owns mens- 
wear store Union Clothing in High 
Street, said the increase in operational 
shop units had shown a strong effect on 
footfall and the town’s economy. 

He said: “We moved to Banbury in 
July, but we find it very promising here. 

“We are taking more money than we 
had forecast and lately we’ve seen a lot 
of people coming into the town. 

“I think that if you are a retailer and 
you are doing it right - selling the right 
things - the more chance there is that 
people will come to your shop.” 

There were 53 empty units in Banbury 
in early 2014, when the district council 
first collected the figures. 

Of the 33 units still empty, as of No¬ 
vember, five are in Bridge Street - al-

though only four are on the market - 
and nine are in High Street. Of these, 
two are under offer and one is being 
prepared for renovation to its upper 
floors. 

Recently opened premises include 
the Little Amsterdam pancake house 
in North Bar, discount chain 99p Stores 
in Bridge Street, and estate agency 
Fine & Country in South Bar. 

Work to fill empty units has been 
overseen by two team co-ordinators 
from the district council. 

Their role is to boost footfall in the 
town centre, work with landlords and 
agents to reduce the number of emp¬ 
ty units, and look at opportunities to 
bring pop-up shops to Banbury. 

Two retailers have taken advantage 
of the initiative so far: womenswear 
and accessories shop Kt-Lu’s in Par¬ 
son’s Street, with a two-month stay, 
and Adderbury-based baby clothing 
wholesaler Merrygoround UK, in 
Church Lane. 

The town council leader, and district 
council lead member for Banbury 
Futures, Kieron Mallon, praised the 


work in ensuring more units were filled. 

He said: “Cherwell District Council 
is committed to continue working with 
landlords and agents to overcome barri¬ 
ers to the remaining empty ground-floor 
units being let. 

“The number of vacant shops is an en¬ 
couraging sign the council’s work with 
the town team co-ordinators is reaping 
positive results.” 

The news comes after district council¬ 
lors approved plans for a Waitrose store 
outside the town centre, in Southam 
Road. The decision drew criticism from 
people who said they thought it would 
cause traffic problems on an already con¬ 
gested road into town.

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Railway disruptions 
due to engineering 


TRAIN passengers have been 
warned to expect disruptions 
to services because of 
engineering work over the 
Christmas period. 

Work will take place between 
December 24 and January 3, 
and includes the closure of the 
line between Slough and 
London Paddington. 

This means Great Western 
Railway passengers from 
Oxford to London can catch 
hourly trains to Marylebone 
calling at Banbury only. There 
will be a revised timetable 
between December 29 to 
January 3. 

On Sunday, December 27 
there will be two trains an hour 
between Oxford and Slough 
via Reading, and on December 
28 there will be four trains an 
hour between Oxford and 
Reading. 

Passengers from Didcot 
Parkway have also been 
warned that no trains will be 
running to or from London 
Paddington on December 27 
and December 28, but there 
will be three trains every hour 
towards Oxford. 

There will be no trains 
running on the network on 
Christmas Day and Boxing Day, 
and the last trains on Christmas

Independent railway 
campaigner Hugh Jaeger said 
despite the engineering work, 
new services to London from 
Oxford Parkway meant there 
would be less disruption for 
passengers.

Clinical chairman Dr Joe 
McManners said: “Many 
people also keep a small first 
aid kit in their car for emer¬ 
gencies. Your medicine cabi¬ 
net should be locked and 
kept in a cool, dry place and 
out of reach of children. 

He added: “Always follow 
the directions on medicine 
packets and information 
leaflets and never take more 
than the stated dose.”

DUSTBIN collection times over Christ¬ 
mas in Cherwell will affect households 
whose usual collection day is Friday 

Residents who have a bin collection 
that would fall on Christmas Day will 
be rescheduled for collection four days 
earlier, on Monday, December 21. 

The following collection, meant for 
New Year’s Day, will also take place 
earlier, on Monday, December 28. 

The Cherwell District Council lead 
member for clean and green, Deb¬ 
bie Pickford, said: “We want to get 
the message out early about the two 
changes to our bin collections over the 
festive break. 

“On the whole, the majority of col¬ 
lections will take place as normal, but 
on Christmas Day and New Year’s Day 
we will be giving our crews a well-de¬ 
served rest.” 

She added: “With so much additional 
rubbish generated over the Christ¬ 
mas period, we would urge residents 
to make a note of the changes now, so 
they remember to put their bins out in 
advance of their usual collection day 

“Much of the Christmas waste - such 
as packaging, wrapping and boxes - 
can be recycled and crews will happily 


take extra recycling for the blue bin, if it 
is left contained in cardboard boxes next 
to the bin.” 

There will also be changes to the usual 
opening times at Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil offices at Bodicote House in Banbury 
and the authority’s various link points 
in Banbury, Bicester and Kidlington. 

They will run on their normal opening 


hours until Wednesday, December 23, but 
then they will close at 5.15pm that day 
and remain closed until Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 28, inclusive. 

The offices will also close early for New 
Year’s Eve, at 4pm on Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 31, be closed on the New Year’s Day 
bank holiday A normal service resumes 
from 8.45am on Monday, January 4. 
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Standards 
of taxis are 
Very high' 

NEARLY 30 taxis were 
hauled up in a safety spot- 
check in Banbury that 
revealed “extremely high” 
standards. 

A partnership between 
Cherwell District Council 
and Thames Valley Police is 
working to ensure taxis in 
Banbury are up to scratch 
heading into the busy 
season. 

As the demand for taxis is 
expected to rise through the 
Christmas period, a spot- 
check operation found the 
overall standard to be 
extremely high. 

Cherwell District Council 
lead member for public 
protection Tony Ilott said: 
“Where we discovered 
problems, these were of a 
minor nature - mostly faulty 
lights. 

“We also suspended one 
vehicle that had tyre treads 
being below the taxi 
licensing requirement and 
noted faults on two vehicles 
licensed by neighbouring 
authorities. 

“It is important that the 
public know that they can 
trust that vehicles they hire 
are safe.” 

The spot-check was held on 
Friday, November 27, to 
make sure vehicles licensed 
by the council were legal and 
met all public safety 
standards. 


Powerful way 
to learn solar 


Pupils find out about electricity 
as school reduces energy bills

HOW can you teach children about 
climate change, reduce your energy 
bills for 20 years and raise £50,000 
for local community projects at the 
same time? 

Answer: Install 384 solar panels on the 
roof of their school. 

That is what Orchard Fields Commu¬ 
nity School in Banbury did and it now 
has the largest solar power scheme run 
by any primary school in Oxfordshire. 

After going live in November, the 
school can sell its electricity to the na¬ 
tional grid. Profits will be passed on to 
the community 

The school will get discounted renew¬ 
able electricity for two decades. 

Orchard Fields is one of 23 solar 
schools hooked up to direct energy from 
the sun in a scheme run by Oxford’s Low 
Carbon Hub, which is working with Joju 
Solar. 

The aim is for installations to prevent 
the emission of up to 5,000 tonnes of car¬ 
bon dioxide a year, while generating up 
to £50,000 a year for more community en¬ 
ergy projects. 

Some 11,000 children use the scheme to 


learn about climate change. 

The Orchard Fields chairman of 
governors, John Christie, said: “This 
project has been an invaluable exer¬ 
cise in educating our pupils on the 
importance for us all to explore the 
possibility of using renewable re¬ 
sources for our energy” 

The project marks a technological 
innovation, as it uses a new “export 
limitation” device to generate the 
maximum amount of clean energy 
possible without overheating the ca¬ 
ble between the school and the sub¬ 
station. 

Schools project manager Anthony 
Simpson said: “Children can moni¬ 
tor how much energy the panels are 
generating relative to the weather.”

THE hunt is on for more 
footballers across Banbury, 
with a new pay-as-you-go 
programme being unveiled 
to address what is seen as a 
town shortage.

Honourable detectorists 
are declaring their finds 
while night hawkers lurk

HONEST history buffs are 
winning the battle against 
plundering thieves, with new 
figures revealing more finds 
dug up in Oxfordshire have 
been declared to the authori¬ 
ties in 2015 than ever before. 

A Viking hoard of ingots and 
jewellery, gold rings, and Roman 
coins are among the 41 treasures 
in 2015 - a 46 per cent increase on 
the 36 found in 2014. 

And the reason for the rise, 
say authorities, is an increase 
in honest metal detectorists who 
are beating “night hawkers” - 
thieving treasure hunters - to all 
the best finds. 

Detectorist Paul Jones, who re¬ 
cently dug up a Bronze Age axe 
head in south Oxfordshire, said 
more finds being declared was 
great for the hobby and good for 
historians. 

The father-of-two, who took 
up treasure hunting three years 
ago, estimated the number of de¬ 
tectorists has doubled in the past 
five years. 

Mr Jones, 57, who runs a cab¬ 
inet-making and joinery busi¬ 
ness, said night hawkers were 
the scourge of his pastime. 

He said: “There’s so much tres¬ 
passing with people detecting 
where they shouldn’t be: they 
are a scourge but there is money 
in it. 

“Night hawkers are only in it to 
find silver and gold coins to sell.” 

He refused to reveal the loca¬ 
tion of the field where he found 
his axe head for fear the farm

owner would have to deal with 
more threatening and danger¬ 
ous thieves. 

He said: “He’s seen them out 
in the field in broad daylight but 
what can he do? 

“He’s called the police before: 
you go over to these guys and 
they’ve got a great big spade 
in their hand, they’re usually 
bolshie and you’re trying to get 
them off your land.” 

The trade in stolen treasure 
is fed by private collectors who 
advertise for treasure “no ques¬ 
tions asked” in the back of metal 
detecting magazines and scour 
eBay for finds. 

Mr Jones, who lives with his 
wife in Brightwell-cum-Sotwell 
near Wallingford, said he knew 
of a couple of night hawkers but 
refused to speak to them. 

He said: “A friend of mine was 
walking on Wittenham Clumps 
near Didcot recently and he said 
the hillside was full of holes 
where people had been digging.” 

But, he said, with the number 
of detectorists rapidly increas¬ 
ing, it could only be good news 
for the honest side of a healthy 
hobby which also helps paint a

picture of English history over 
the past 3,000 years. 

Metal detectors cost anything 
from £30 for a starter model to 
hundreds of pounds for the most 
advanced. 

Some detectorists join socie¬ 
ties like the Oxford Blues Metal 
Detecting Club, which discusses 
finds and outings at its website 
obmdc.co.uk 

Mr Jones said: “It’s like fishing 
- you get that beep on the detec¬ 
tor and you never know what’s 
down there. If you find some¬ 
thing nice it is just such a buzz. 

“There is an absolutely amaz¬ 
ing amount of medieval and Ro¬ 
man history in this area, I’ve got 
a room full of thimbles, musket 
balls and coins at home.” 

Anyone can go metal detect¬ 
ing on farmland if they have 
the landowner’s permission. 
The 1996 Treasure Act defines 
treasure as any object more than 
10 per cent precious metal and 
3,000 years old. 

Mr Jones’s axe head was 3,000 
years old, but did not contain 
precious metal so he will be 
allowed to keep it. He said he 
hoped to loan it to museums. 


County’s treasure trove reputation looks set to continue 


THE woman in charge of Oxfordshire's 
treasure has said there is no reason why 
the county's reputation for being brim¬ 
ming with finds should change. 

As finds liaison officer, Anni Byard'sjob 
is to record all treasure dug up and try to 
buy it for the public museums. 

Last Tuesday, she sat in on the latest 
treasure inquest for the county, when 
Oxfordshire Coroner Darren Salter ruled 
that an 18th-century gold ring, a 
3rd-century coin hoard and a medieval 
gold pendant were treasure trove. 

Ms Byard said: "This has been the best 
year for Oxfordshire since the Treasure 
Act was passed in 1996.

"Oxfordshire has been a treasure trove 
over the years and there is no sign that 
this trend is going to dry up." 

The county's museum service has 
recorded 41 cases of treasure this year; 
up 46 per cent on 2014. This month, it 
recorded the 25,000th artefact found by 
the public: a Roman coin discovered at 
the Hanneys. 

Ms Byard said the main reason for the 
rise was an increase in honest metal 
detectorists declaring their finds and 
outcompeting "night hawkers". 

She said: "There is a lot less tolerance 
of night hawkers; these thieves who dig 
lots of holes, take the stuff and sell it." 


Special licence for festive events 


LANDLORDS and owners of licensed 
premises have been reminded they may 
need to get a special licence to host 
events this Christmas. 

Cherwell District Council has said 
anyone who wants to extent opening 
hours, or members of the public 
organising events with entertainment or 
alcohol being sold, must apply to it for a 
temporary event notice (TEN). 

The licence is for any event with fewer 
than 500 people and can last up to 168 
hours, or seven days. 

It is needed where alcohol is sold, there 
are indoor sports taking place, music is 
played or films, plays, dancing, boxing, 
wrestling, or other entertainments are 
being put on.

l EUROPEAN road safety body Euro 
NCAP has released the results of its 
latest crash test assessments, with 
mixed results for some models. Thanks 
to the addition of autonomous 
emergency braking on many models, 

11 of the vehicles achieved the full five- 
star rating. Jaguar's XE and XF saloons, 
Kia's Sportage and Optima, the 
Vauxhall Astra, the BMW XI, 
Mercedes-Benz GLC, Renault Megane 
and Talisman (not sold in the UK), the 
Infiniti Q30 and the Lexus RX were 
awarded the highest overall score.

MOST parents would not en¬ 
tertain the notion of ferrying 
their little ones around in an 
overtly high-performance 
car, such as the Mitsubishi 
Lancer Evo. 

But how about taking away 
the Janspeed exhaust system, 
six-pot Alcon brakes and Recaro 
leather bucket seats from the 
firebreather and swapping the 
Evo’s 440 horsepower engine 
for something a little more eco¬ 
nomical? 

Because hidden beneath the 
sensible, versatile bodywork 
of the family-friendly ASX sits 
the Lancer Evolution platform. 
Small wonder then that the 
ASX - or Active Sports Crosso¬ 
ver - has the balance, poise and 
dynamic road-holding to give ri¬ 
vals like the Kia Sportage, Skoda 
Yeti and Nissan Qashqai a prop¬ 
er run for their money 

The latest model comes with a 
choice of three Euro 6 emission- 
compliant engines, a choice of 
two or all-wheel drive and top-of- 
the-class safety features, includ¬ 
ing seven airbags, which have 
helped the car to a five-star Euro 
NCAP safety rating. 

There are three trim levels and 
even the entry-level model is

loaded with equipment such as 
alloy wheels, air conditioning, 
traction control and remote key¬ 
less entry. 

The test model came in top-of- 
the-range ASX ZC-H trim and 
with that comes an integrated 
audio/sat nav system with a 
seven-inch touch-screen display; 
DAB and FM/AM/LW radio; CD 
player; SD card compatibility 
and reversing camera, that will 
do everything bar make a cup of 
tea for you. Getting the most out 
of the system requires detailed 
study of its own handbook, 
which alone runs to a hefty 230 
pages. 


Comfort is guaranteed with an 
electrically-adjustable driver’s 
seat, and twin-setting, heated 
front seats. 

The list of equipment on the 
test model would fill a page but 
suffice to say everything from 
self-levelling xenon headlamps, 
tyre pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem and parking sensors, to 
cruise control, headlamp wash¬ 
ers, leather upholstery and pan¬ 
oramic glass sunroof is fitted. 

Power on the test car came 
from a punchy, 148 horsepower, 
2.2-litre turbo diesel engine, 
linked to a six-speed automatic 
gearbox. 


Sales of 4x4s up 9.9 per cent 


THE biggest growth in car sales in 
2015 is not in the crossover or 
supermini sectors as you might 
expect. Instead, the best¬ 
performing market sector is 4x4s, 
which saw a 9.1 per cent rise in 
sales on 2014. 

These figures are for used 4x4s, 
but new all-wheel drive cars are 
also rising in the charts. Whether 
it's a full-size off-roader, crossover 
or four-wheel-drive saloon, UK car 
buyers are increasingly likely to 
choose a car with all of its wheels 
driven. 

Many cite the extra grip and 
traction when the weather turns 
bad. Some say they need the 
added ground clearance of a 4x4 
for the roads they drive on, while 
other drivers note trailer towing 
ability. 

Whatever the reason, and there 
are plenty, choosing a 4x4 over a 


two-wheel-drive does mean 
making compromises. The most 
obvious is fuel economy, as the all¬ 
wheel drive transmission creates 
extra resistance that means more 
fuel is spent. 

All-wheel-drive also adds extra 
weight as you need an extra 
propshaft and differential to 
transfer the drive to the other 
axle. Some 4x4s also have a third 
differential between front and 
rear axles to vary the power sent 
to either axle. 

While 4x4 systems certainly help 
with grip, this comes at the 
expense of increased drag on the 
tyres. In turn, this means the 
engine has to work harder to 
overcome this and turn the wheels 
of the car as intended. 

Another consequence of all¬ 
wheel-drive is there are more 
components that need to be 


serviced regularly and replaced 
when they wear out. Four-wheel- 
drive cars tend to get through 
tyres more quickly too, so you will 
have to budget for this when 
considering one as your car. 

All of this will not deter anyone 
who truly needs an all-wheel-drive 
car for their work or the type of 
driving they encounter daily. For 
the rest of us, however, the 
occasional flutter of snow is a poor 
excuse for buying a heavier, less 
fuel-efficient car over one that can 
do the job just as well with two- 
wheel-drive. 

Why do people continue to 
choose 4x4s, then? A great deal is 
down to the style of the cars and 
their perceived safety as the 
position of the driver high up in a 
car generally feels more 
substantial than in the average 
hatchback or saloon.
